tHE  management  Of  Plants  in  dark  or  close  room,  .s  a  v^  J'fficdj 
matter,  as  they  lose  their  vegetation  fur  want  of  light  and  air  ,  and 
abo  suffer  frequently  for  want  of  being  vvatered  when  dry  but 
more  freqaentlyi  by  getting  too  much  water,  which  soddena  the 

"rf'taltr:irV''oom;%e  plants  will  thrive  nearly  as  well  as  itt 
a  Green  House,  with  proper  management  to  keep  them  near  the 
Ugh  as  possibi;,  and  onl/  to  give  them  water,  when  the  rnnuld  m  . 
Sh  thiyare  grown  isdry  ;  they  must  then  have  a  g"" J  «?a';'"|  ? 
and  if  the  leaves  get  covered  with  dust,  u  must  he  wa  bed  ofT.  as 
it  stops  the  pores  and  makes  them  turn  yellow  and  sickly. 

The  oftener  the  plants  are  changed  the  better^  and  .  is  a  good 
plan  to  admit  air  whenever  the  stale  of  the  weather  will  permit  it. 
and  the  best  time  is  between  ten  and  two  o  clock  in  the  day^  ^ 

More  plants  suffer  from  two  much  moisture,  thai   »7"".^o°J'"f  * 
the  persons  who  generally  have  the  care  ot  such  plants,  from  want 
of  experience,  thinking  the  more  water  they  ^-ve  t'le  better    and 
sunnose  they  want  water  every  day,  and  pretend  they  cannot  tell 
vvEer   he%kn?  wants  water  or  not.  when  it  is  the  easiest  thing 
in  the  world  lo  see  whether  the  mould  in  the  pots  is  mo.st  or  dry 
?there  is  the  least  degree  of  moisture,  of  course  the  p  ants  require 
no  wafe  !  but  as  eoon^s  it  is  dry  they  require  a  good  soaking     if 
the  ptnt.  are  kept  in  small  pots  and  ful!  of  ^-ts.  they  will  require 
much  more  water,  and  more  frequently  than  those  that  l^'ve  more 
Torn  Tnd  fewer  roots ;  in  winter,  and  in  a  light  room,  and  where 
Ihniantscarbe  set  near  the  window,  they  will  frequenily  succeed 
as  welKor  even  belter,  with  ^ond  care,  than  in  a  Greca-house^  as 
Sein '  not  so  many  in  number,  they  frequently  are   attended  wth 
more%are,  and  we  have  frequently  seen  healthier  plan  s  of  G era- 
Turns    Myrtles,    Camellias,   and    different  sorts  of    China    rose.
